Mayor Fox sald: —

Gentlemen : —A8 a general rule we alwaya ascord
to visitors from abroad our polite atteation and
courtesy. Bat coming, as vou partioalarly do, as
the representative men of that grand old Common-
wealth within whose legislative halls, in the early
daya of the Ilcrnbllu, rang out those eloquent tones
which yet thrill and throb the patriotic heart, and
within whose borders some of the most decisive and
desperate of the struggles of the brave old colonles
took place ;—1 say, thuscoming, and upon one of the
very highest of patriotic miseions, you are not merely
formally, but cordially, sincerely, and heartily wel-
come to our city and our people.

Later in the evening Mrs. Root
and a Mr. Jesse Ferres were attacked with vie-
lent symptoms resembling Lhose of corrosive
polsoning, Mr. Root called upon Dr. Posey,
and that gentleman arrived, prescribed for the
Eutiams. and departed. The doclor atan early

our yesterday morning vas agaio called upon
and informed that olhers been attacked,
and it was a matter of life and death., Upon
reaching the residence of Mr. Heddemen, the

bysiclan found Mre. Root, Mr. Ferres, Charles

ueen, Mr, C. H. Fleteher, Mr, Charles Wen-
deroth, and Mrs. B. Bmiley and her child,
stretched on the floor and writhing ln agony,

Antidotes were admlaistered, and after awhlle
all but Mre., Root and Mr. Ferres were re-
lleved. The condition of the latter last evening
was exceed|n ll:' critical. It was found that all
the parties eﬁ: had eaten of & “Washington
cake" which had been purchased at & atore on
Poplar street, and that thoae who did not eat of
the cake were not affected. A piece of the eake
has been preserved for analysis. A workman
named Richard Albertson yesterday morning ate
& plece of the article at breakfast, and In o few
minutes he was attacked with symptoms similar
to the others. It ia poesible that the cake was
made out of damaged flour and, the polsonons
ingredient is due to the presence of ergot.

The completion of the Nesquaho-
ning Valley Rallrosa has given us a shorter line than
is practicable by any other route to New York city
and Central New Jersey.

The second resolution of the report of the com-
mittee of synod on the subject of the gale of futoxl
cating liguors was taken up and considered. The
repolution requires all seilers of liquors who ware
members of the church either to give up the trams
or, in the event of a refasal so to do, o submit o a
removal from the commuuion snd membersulp of
the choroh,

It was ohjected thal thé adoption of this resolu.
tlon would injure s good eanse  While the general
sriveiples were approved of, the method of proceed-
n{( Wik not,

r. Musgrave said thht he dented that preaby-
tery, synod, or even the General Assembly, had any
power to make or alter the terms of communion lu
the manner that the adoption of this resantiog
would do. He also gald that the resolution was in
the spirit of the radical extreme men, who, under
the name of “Temperances,” which does not express
the meaning ot a/ll, urge the most anressonable
doctrines of total abstinence. Ie did not
npprove of drinking intoxicating lMgaors,
but thought, Ihis radical Avirithns
injured the cavse In the wminds of all thinking men,
In the olden time the Doclor had joined what was
called & temuperance soclety, and apyroved of I,
Then the movement was spreadiog ke whidiire,
aud tye goud cause was furthercd ; but now the pest
men hold aloo! because the exureme wen galde the
thing. He a'so said that ([ the resalution wis
adopted (t¥would be o dean jctter, The charches
conqd not be got to enforce it. A gentie reproof
would do move good, at allwevents, than a posieiv
lnjunction, ‘The sSpeaser, howesver, thought that
habiina!l droukenness not only can, bal should na
disciplined by the Church.
